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What is going on in the capitol today is 
sinister and satanic. The representatives of 
our alleged government are possessed with 
an unpardonable cowardice and seized with 
the disease of mass hysteria. 

At a time when people are putting extra 
bolts on their doors, reinforcing their win- 
dows against day and night attacks that are 


a daily occurrence in riot torn cities, our _ 


elected “representatives,” captives of the In- 
visible Government, have either the unbridled 
effrontery or crass stupidity to be party to a 
mass hysteria marathon for the enactment of 
a most rigid gun control legislation. 

An analysis of the gun problem based on 
cold, calm logic rather than hysteria, will put 
this matter in its proper perspective and will 
spotlight many important aspects previously 
ignored. A gross misrepresentation of the 
true picture has followed in the wake of the 
mass hysteria that attended the Kennedy 
assassination. 

For years, America has had one of the 
world’s highest homicide rates. Obviously 


- there are a lot of potential murderers in the 


U.S.A. Why all this hysteria about guns 
NOW ? It should be obvious to anyone if 
a man is wicked enough to want to kill, he 
will not be deterred for lack of a weapon. 
Would he have the slightest qualm about 
stealing a gun, for example? No weapon 
ever killed anyone unless the mind of a man 
previously assented to the act. And that 
goes for a gun. The role of a gun in killing 
has been exaggerated. In New York, guns 
account for only about one-quarter of the 
homicides. In the nation, guns account for 
about 60% of the homicides. Obviously the 
people killed by weapons, other than guns, 
are just as dead. Changing a man’s moral 
This is more 
important at this time than gun legislation. 

Gun control will not stop killing. At most, 
it will merely make it harder for those who 
are determined to kill. Was prohibition the

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istering it. He will live in constant fear, not 
knowing when the gun will be picked up, 
since protection against unlawful search and 
seizure no longer holds. 

We are told that no law-abiding citizen will 
be deprived of his right to keep and bear 
arms for his own protection. Past actions 
speak louder than words and we should be 
most reluctant to jeopardize our Constitu- 
tional Right to keep and bear arms. 

The merit of any proposed legislation de- 
pends entirely upon the intent of the pro- 
ponents and the power behind the throne. 
Unfortunately, there is little reason to be- 
lieve that the powers behind our government 
are interested in lessening crime or murder 
by guns or any other weapon. The Zionist- 
Communist directed “Poor Peoples” march 
on Washington is a timely example where 
crime and rape go unpunished. 

The invisible and elected government is 
pushing for the success of the Communist 
Black Revolution with all that it implies: an- 
archy and the end of America as we have 
known it.
